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Changes 

1. This Change Transmittal issues updates to: 

• 12 FAM 383, Responsibilities— This section explains the 
responsibilities of DS in coordinating the armored vehicle program and 
developing standards. 

• 12 FAM 385, Procurement— Post must coordinate requests for all 
Department- and ICASS-armored vehicles through DS. Other 
agencies must coordinate requests for armored vehicles through their 
agency's headquarters. 

• 12 FAM 387, Armor Maintenance— When armoring removal or 
repair is necessary on an official Department or ICASS vehicle, DS 
must first authorize such work in writing after consulting with the 
regional security officer (RSO). 

• 12 FAM 388, Disposal— All armored vehicles must be destroyed at 
the end of their useful life; they may NOT be sold, donated, or 
transferred to persons, governments, or organizations outside of the 
U.S. Government. 

• 12 FAM 389, FSN Armored Vehicle Driver Training— Supervisors 
of armored vehicle drivers must ensure that any driver assigned to 
regularly drive an armored vehicle at post; e.g., an armored shuttle- 
is able to attend the DSTC armored vehicles driver training program.
